T he Biſtops have and do claime their power as of Divine Right, 


intitling themſelves to their ſeveral dignities by the permiſſion 
er Grace of God, and their authority accordingly. 


Animadverſ. 


The Biſhops claime their power by Divine Right far the eſs 
ſentiall parts of it, as the power of Ordination, and of Zuri/> 
dition in matters meerely ſpirituall, the uſe of the Keys in bin- 
ding and looſing, Eccleſiaſtical cenſures, and the like. And this 
claime is as Ancient, as their Inſtitution, and (however que- 
ſtioned now) is plainely acknowledged by this Church and 
State at the Reformation, as appeates in the Booke of conſe - 
crating and ordering Biſhops, Preiſts, and Deacons, (which 
Booke is confirmed by Act, of Parliament, ſtill in force, 1. 
Edw. 6. and 8. Eliz, C. i. and by ſubſcription of all the C/er- 
£7 of England; even of thoſe ,, who are now molt oppoſite to 
Biſhops,and their Divine Right. It # evident (faith the Booke 
zo all men reading Holy Scriptures, and ancient Aut hort, that 
from | ole three Order 15n the 
Ch "And tva 0 0 and puniſh 
(which are ſpeciall Acts of Juriſdiftion) ſuch as are unquiet, 
eriminons, and diſobedient within his Dioceſſe, according to ſuch 
eAnthority as be hath by the word of god. Now if a Biſhop 
have his Authority by the word of God, and the continuance of 
his order from the Apoſtles times? as diſtinct from thoſe of 
Preiſtsand Deacons, be evident to all meu reading Holy Scrip- 
ture, what can be more plaine then that the power is by Diving 
Right, and that in juſt claime thereof, this ſtile may run by Di- 
vine Providence or Permiſſion? 

But though this power be juſtly claimedto be by Divine 
Right, yet it is readily acknowledged, that the exerciſe of this 
power is from the King, ſo that no Biſbop can legally exerciſe 
his power within the Ning D owinions and over his Subjects, 
but by the Kings Authority; And therefore when this power 


is reduced into act, it is ordered and regulated in the forme and

manner of exerciſe by Royal power, and muſt run in the Chan- 
nell of poſitive lawes, provided they be not repugnant tothe 
Lawes of God.

That our Biſhops delegate part of their power to wit of u- 
riſdittion (for the power of Order never was nor can be dele- 
gated) to be executed in their owne right, in their names, and 
under their Seales, is no more then what hath alwayes beene 
practiſed in this I ingdome without interruption, or offence, 
except onely for a very ſhort time in the reigne of 1 Edw. 6. a 
Minor King. In whofe reigne it was enacted, That all Eccles 
ſiaſticall proceſſes ſhould from thenceforth (before it ſeemes 
they never were) be in the Kings Name and Stile, and under 
His Seale; which if any ſhall object now againſt the Biſhops, 
they may receive fſatisfation from the unanimous opinion of 
all the Z«dges declared to the whole Kingdome by His Maje- 
ſties Proclamation. 4». D. 1637. That the Starnte forementss 
oned ſtands repealed, and is not in force: and therefore the Bi. 
Hops might lawfully exerciſe their ordinary juriſdiction, and 
hold their wiſitations without any Commiſſion under the Great 
Seale,and might iſſue proceſſe in their own names. | 

Beſides, I would gladly be informed why it is lawfull for 
Lords of Leets, and (ours Barons, and others of the Laity, to 
ſend proceſſe in their owne names, and under their owne Seales, 
who notwithſtanding acknowledge all their juriſdiction to be 
from the Crownezand yet change the perfons, and let the ſame 
actions be done by a Biſhop, and preſently it becomes pre judi- 
ciall to the Crowne.

wee never find that they proved dangerous to the Jewiſh 
ſtate, or practiſed againſt their Kings, but were generally ex- 
amples ot loyalty and obedience to all the people. 

The ſame may be obſerved of the /oyalty and fidelity of the 
Clergy ofthis land ſince the Reformation, and the more for this 
Union & ſubordinate dependance, which you ſo quarrell at. The 
truth is, the more firmely the Clergy are united amongſt thems 
ſelves and under the Biſhops, and all of them under their Sove= 
raigne, as they are now ſince the Reformation, the more im- 
probable it is, it not impoſſible, they ſhould be drawne to pra- 
Riſe againſt him.

In the conference at Hampton Court, The Kings Supremacy 
having beene twice mentioned by Doctor Reynolds, the King 
aſked him, if he knew any there or elſewhere, who liked of 
the preſent Government Ecclefaſticall, that diſliked his Su- 
premacy. Doctor Reynolds faid, no; Why then, {aid His Ma- 
jeſty, I will tell you a tale, e-Lfter the Religion reftored by King 
Edward 6. was ſoone overthrowne by the ſucceſſion of Dueent 
Mary here in England, we ws Scotland felt the effects of it; 
whereupon Maſter Knox writes to the Queene Regent (of whom 
without flattery I may ſay, She was a vertuom and moderate La. 
dy) telling her that She was ſupreame head of the Church, and 
charged Her, az She wonld anſwer it before Gods Tribunall, to 
take care of Chriſt his Evangell, and of ſuppreſſing the Popilh 
Prelates, whe withſtood the ſame. But how long,trow yee,did this 
continue? even ſo long till by HWMuthority the Popiſh Biſhops: 
were ſappreſſed, he himſelfe and hu adherents were browg ht in au 
well ſetled, and by theſe meanes made ſtrong enough to undertake

Away then with this maske of hypocrifie: What your affect -

but tell you, that you charge the whole body of the Clergy, not 
out of any feare you have ef their practiſing againſt the King.
